California Gold Output It Near 
to the 50-Year 
Record

Charles G. Yale, of the Unted State.s 
Geological Suivey, was $20,C.'j3,49li, 
an increase of .f24(;,5.‘i8 over that of 
ItMd. With the exception of one 
year— 1882—the mine gold output of 
the state in 1914 was higher than it 
has heen since 18114, r>() years agci. 

The value of the entire mine out¬ 
put of gold, silver, copper, k‘ad and 
zinc in Galifornia in 1914 was I|i2.'>,- 
710,04.5, which is .$1,101,842 less 
than the value in 191.‘5. The decrease 
is mainly due to the falling off of the 
production of copper brought about 
by the closing down of certain large 
properties soon after the outbreak of 
the war. Since the close of the year, 
however, these plants have resumcul 
operations. I’here was an increa.se 
in the output of silver of 92,100 
ounces,, and of lead #f 727,581 
pounds, hut the output of zinc de¬ 
clined. 

In 1914 there were 05S»properties 
reporting production, of which 218 
were deep mines and 210 placers. The 
producing deep rniiu's may be clu.ssi- 
lied by metal product as follows: 
Gcdd, 277; copper, 19; silver, 7; sil¬ 
ver-lead, 0; and lead, 9. Of the 
placer mines 105 were hydraulic, 00 
dredges, 70 drift, and 105 sluicing 
or surface placer mines. 

2'lio two largest gold-producing 
deep-mine camps in the state are 
Grass Valley (including ' Nevada j 
(2ty), and .Jackson, (including .Sut-: 
ter Greek), in Amador county, and 1 
it is the productiveness of these two 
districts that gives Nevada and Ama¬ 
dor first and .second rank, respective¬ 
ly in the ((uantity and value of gold 
produced in 1914. The largest gold 
producing mines on the Mother Lode 
are in the .lackson district where the 
287,002 tons of ore were treated in 
191 l", yielding $2,112,0i»8 in gold and 
$12,074 in silver, an average of 
$5.48 per ton. In the Grass Valley 
and Nevada Gity districts, 207,018 
tons of ore were treated, yielding $2,- 
9971105 in Rold and $25,808 in sil¬ 
ver, an average of $11.20 per ton in 
gold and silver. The most produc¬ 
tive metal camp of the state is at 
Kennott. Shasta county, where the 
mini s and smelter of the Mammoth 
Gopper Company are lycated. From 
all (he mines at and near this place 
2 12,128 tons of ore were treated, 
yielding $270,840 in gobi, $299,110 
in silver, and $2,411,222 in copper, 
a total of $2,087,279, or $12.70 per

convention system, when every city, 
county, and state official in Califor¬ 
nia was elected as the nominee of 
some political [larty—the reasons for 
his choice being his membership in 
such party rather than his own mer¬ 
its as an individual. The change in 
this method of election commenced 
about 22 years ago when the city of 
San Jose adopted a charter providing 
for the non-partisan election of its 
city officials, a movement soon fol¬ 
lowed hy practically every city in 
the state, until now all city otficials 
are elected non-partisanly. The num¬ 
ber of such non-partisan municipal 

offices runs well into the thousands, 

• 

and no one now would ever consider 
for a moment returning to the former 
plan. 

« 

The direct primary law enacted in 
Ibll extended this prineitife of non¬ 
partisanship to judicial and school 
offices, thus covering nearly 800 of¬ 
fices. 17 of the number being state 
and (listrR't offices—namely, the state 
superintendent of schoids and the 
state supreme and ajipellate courts. 

The direct (irimary law, as amend¬ 
ed in 1013, still further extended non 
partisanship so as to include all emm 
ty and township offices, thereby add 
ing over 1500 to the non-partisan list, 
and making a total of over 2300 non¬ 
partisan offices provided hy this law. 
In fact it would seem that the real 
"non-partisan law” was this primary 
law of 1913 rather than the one now 
being referendimied. 

Yet so satisfactory have these laws 
proved in the cause of good govern¬ 
ment that no enemy of non-partisan- 
sjiip has had the hardihood to sug¬ 
gest withdrawing this principle from 
a single one of^these 2300 offices. 

In the new direct primary law (the 
so-called "non-partisan hill" now held 
up by referendum) the number of 
offices hy which it is proposed to in¬ 
crease the present non-partisan list 
is exactly 131—II state and district 
offices las against 17 already non- 
patlfeaft) aniT V20 legislative offices 
(as compared vith 2,W) offices, simi¬ 
larly local and already on the non¬ 
partisan list.) 

Hence, it will he seen that this new 
law presents no novel principle, but 
merely jjrovidcs a small but logical 
extension to a (irinciple already well 
established and definitely approved in 
California. The present claim of the 
party politicians that this slight ex¬ 
tension means disaster to national 
partjes is, of course, absurd. If poli¬ 
tical parties in national affairs could 
he killed by non partisanship in local 
and state affairs, they would have 


It may he readily conceded that our 
national government is maintained 
upon a ii.irty basis and will pr,i|t;ihly 
remain so, hut no greater fallacy was 
ever deyiseil than the dictum that na¬ 
tional parties depend for their exist¬ 
ence upon the existence of similar 
parties in the state. On the contrary 
it would seem self-evident that those 
charged with the government of our 
local institutions should logically he 
chosen "beeStuse they are honest and 
careful men rd’ business rather than 
because they hold Democratic of Re¬ 
publican views in national affairs."

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 
Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the lose 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Bo sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock cut your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or oig- 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire.

3. Don’t build a camp fire any larger than is absolutefy necegsary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a ansall 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can’t put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.
